That is to say—because there are no 
such promises and engagements foray 
expressed, therefore we must infer that | 
the States did not make the constitution, | 
and that it is not evidence of a compact 
between ‘hem. That mode of argument 
was not Jegitimate or satisfactory. The 
first inquiry was, who, ¢m point of fact, 
did make the constitution? Upon (Aa/ 
it depended whether there were promises 
and engagements, and not upon the for- 
mulas of words. Courts always look 
through the form, into the sulstance of 
things. 

“The people,” he said, “ordain the 
Conetitution, and addresx themse!ves to 
the States and to the Leywislatures of the 
States, in the language of injunction and 
oe eee The Constitution utters its 
ehesis in the name and by the auther- 
ity of the people, and it does not exact 
from the States any plighted faith to 
maintain it. The Constitution creates 
direct relations between th® government 
and individuals; and op the other hand, 
it owes to every citizen high and solemn 
duties:’’ and its possession of these pow- 
ers, and its owing these duties, he con- 
tended, clearly distinguish it from a mer: 
Confederacy of States.

If the Constitution was made. by the 
people of all the Udited States, or if it 
wade the people of all the States one 
people, and the States were not parties 
to the Constitution, and ‘promised poth- 
ing by it, and engaged themselves to 
nothing by it, then, that people being 
one, it has the same natural and inherent 
rights as any other ‘people’ or political 
unit. If that people came te consider 
the existing form of government destrue- 
tive of any of the ends for which it was 
instituted, it had the right ‘to alter er 
abolish it, and to institute a new govern- 
ment, laying its foundation on such 
principles, and organizing Its powers 
in such form, as to them might 
seem most likely to eflect their 
safely and happiness.” No plig'ited 
faith between the States would inter- 
vene to prevent that. There was none 
such. There was, at moat, only the 
promises of man to man, among the 
myriads of ‘the nation.’ That the con- 
stitution provided a specific mde for its 
amendment could not restrict this inali- 
enable and limitless power. They were 
but like similar provisions in a State 
Constitation, in despite of which the 
people may, in convention, make a new 
constitution when, and as ofien, as they 
please. They can repeal it when they 
please, in the exercise of the sname power 
by which they madeit. If there are 
promises, they are not made by ‘the 
people’ to the States, for then the States

All 
the guarantees of the constitution are, 
on the northern theory, necessarily de- 
pendent on its autocratic will, No drop 
of water or even Wave has an independ- 
ent will in the great ocean. Let there 
be no promises between the States in the 
constitution, and there is nothing of per- 
manence init. It is true, every govern- 
ment is said to be founded on the con- 
sent of the people. It is true that idle 
theories say that it always rests iu con- 
tract. It often rests in conquest and 
usurpation. But if the one people made 
that of the United States, it wes a com- 
act, between and among all the citizens, 

jut thal compact Was ho more than this, 
if the one people made the government, 
moan agreeing with man and the States 
no parties,—that was agreed on should 
stand, aud be binding on all the frae- 
tions, until the whole, the one people, 
see fit to change it.

The simple fact is, that as it was pro- 
posed, by the constitution, to transfer 
certain of the powers of government 
from the States, which then held and 
exercised them, it was considered that, 
ifthe Legisiature did this, it would not 
be the act of the State, because not within 
the scope of the powers committed to the 
legislature amd the Iéxecutive; and 
that, for this purpose, the people of the 
State, in convention, could alone be re- 
varded as the State. It was certainly 
not imayined that the aet of the con- 
vention was not, what the constitution 
itself expressiy declares it to be, the act 
of the State in the most solemn possible 
form. 

Another supposed reason for the resort 
to conventions was mentioned by Ilam- 
ilion, in the 22d number of the Pederal- 
ist. He there said that it had nota little 
contributed to the infirmities of the 
system under the Confederation, that it 
never had a ratification by the people ; 
but, resting only on the consent of the 
several Leyislatures, it had been ex- 
posed to frequent and intricate questions 
eoneérning the validity of its powers, 
giving birth, in some instances, ‘to the 
enormous doctrine of a right of lei-la- 
tive repeal;’ upon the argument that, 
as it owed its ratification to the law of 4 
State, the sanie authority might repeal 
the law by which it wasratified. llow- 
ever gross a heresy, he said, it might be 
to maintain thata party fo a compact 
has aright to revoke that compact, the 
doetrine had had respectable advocates ; 
and, he said, *' the possibility of a ques- 
tion of this nature proves the necessity 
of laying the foundations of our national 
government deeper than the 
mere sanction of delegated au- 
thority. «The fabric of American 
Empire ought to rest on the solid 
basis of the consent of the people. 
The streams of national power ought 
to flow immediately from that pure orig- 
inal fountain of all legitimate authority.’’ 
The question had been, whether the Sfa/e 
was so committed and bound, by a law 
enacted by the Legislature, even when 
it thereby acceded to a Confederation, 
that it could not repeal the law, and 
thereby withdraw from the Confedera- 
tion. The national government needed 
|a better foundation than the sanction of 
authority delegated by a State or its peo- 
ple tothe legislature of the State. It 
needed the sanction of the people of the 
State—the consent of /haut people. The 
remedy needed only to be commensurate 
with the evil. It did not require the 
sanction of the people of all the States to 
bind one State. Mr. Hamilton could not

A German 

The Prussian parliament has voted to 
the king of Prussiathe title of Germany, 
thus reviving one of the oldest titles in 
europe, Which was dropped in 1506, upon 
the formation of the confederation of the 
Rhine by Napoleon, but before that it 
had ceased to be anything but an empty 
title. Prussia, which did more than all 
other powers to break in pieces the an- 
cent German empire, has now gone so 
far in its reconstruction, or consolidation 
in herself, that she revives the tithe and 
takes it to herself. 

It is a@ rapid rise for the elector of 
Brandenburg to tbe head of a German 
empire; and from the beginning, it bas 
been achieved by the strong and unscru- 
pulous hand. This title, granted by 
Prussia and the German states she has 
eouquered and annexed, does not extend 
beyond these; but it may describe the 
further expectation.— Cincinnati Daily 
Gazette,

“ONE MORE UNFORTUNATE 
GONE TO HER REST.” 
A Young Widow Takes Poison 
and Death Ensues. 


Distress and Poverty the Cause, 


She Leaves One Child, - 


One of those distressing cases of sul- 


startle the community, transpired yes- 
terday morning. Some two years ago a 
man named William Grace, a respecta- 
ble mechanic, died, leaving to the cold 
charities of the world a wife and one 
child, about a year old. Ashe was ile- 
pendent upon his daily labor, he left 
them almost penniless and without any 
vixible means of support. The widow, 
without friends who were able to assist 
her and with se young a child to care for, 
had a hard time of it. She worked and 
struggled, sewed, washed and performed 
other menial labor to keep the wolf from 
the door, and for some mouths succeeded ; 
but times grew bard, and one by one she 
parted with her furniture, her busband’s 
watch, little keepsakes, which told of the 
“ wooing days,’ until, by foree of cir- 
cumstarees, ber clothing had to be sold 
to buy fuel and bread for a. 
one; and thus the poorecreature strugBled 
for nearly two years. In an evil moment 
she was tempted to drink; she did so, 
and from that time her course down- 
wards has been rapid and at last fatal. 
Yesterday morning Mr, Coroner Cot- 
ton received information of the suicide 
and repaired to the house, on South 
street, that the poor unfortunate had 
occupied, when he summoned jury. 
From the evidence taken it was proven 
that on Thursday evening she 
went out and purehased fifty cents’ 
worth of arsenic, aud was next morning 
found dead. The jury returned a ver- 
dict finding that the deceased came to 
her death from the effects of arsenic ad- 
ministered by her own hand. This is 
one of the few cases of suffering, pro- 
duced by dissipated and gmmoral con- 
duct, that ends Tatally. It is not long 
since that an unfortunate being on Main 
street, near Adams, put an end to her 
existence in the same way, and it is to 
be wondered at that druggists are per- 
mitted to sell poisons in such large quan- 
tities without a prescription from an M. 
D. If there is no law to meet the case 
there should be one, If there is a law it 
should be applied.

Pertilizers. 

“No man of common seuse,”’ says 
Hion. W. Newton, in his letter to the 
Farmer of last month, “can suppose it 
possible to cultivate profitably, poor laud 
with hired labor; and under our new 
system fertilizers must be used to amuch 
greater extent than formerly.”’

We vaunot afford to 
make half crops. Wecannot take four 
barrels of corn where the same labor will 
give eight, or ten bushels of wheat, where 
we may as well have thirty. We must 
economize labor by contracting our sur- 
face cultivation, and by enriching what 
we do cultivate, that it may approximate 
at least its maximum of production. 
Todo this, the portable fertilizers of 
the market must and will be used, even 
more largely than ever before. Those 
that are well and honestly manufactured> 
and good natural guanos, have an ivtrin- 
sic value which cannot be overlooked, 
and they have the takipg «uality of 
giving uson poor lands the crops that 
belong to fe:vility, and of cheating u 
into the belicf that our barren fields have 
become, by magic, rich. They will | 
used, therefore, more and more, and ‘ 
the prudent and judicious, will be the 
instrument of improvement and wealth!
